the favorable peace treaty, the League of hations, etc., was due to the 
fact that Wilson publicised his hopes, his plans, and his program, thereby 
allowing all of those opposed to Uie program to know Just what he contem- 
plated and to so thoroughly shoot at it as to destroy it. They contend, 
therefore, that the best strategy for the American program in the present 
war waa to keep the program as secret aa possible so that its opponents 
could not destroy it. Of course, the delegates, particularly CONNALLI, 
VANDENBEBG, and STASSEN, are anxious to talk to the press about the idxole 
program, but up until last ni^t, the technical consultants had prevailed. 
Apparently, a full-fledged row broke out last night and it resulted in 
STETTINIUS, apparently due to the bad press which he baa been gatting, 
ruling in favor of the delegates being authorised to talk to the press on 
the general matters of policy and procedure involved. Mr. STETTINIOS 
hopes that this program will satisfy the American press representatives 
and take the pressure and criticism away from Mr. STETTINIUS. Tht first 
press conference was held at eleven o'clock this morning, and slthough 
the press generally thought that Mr. STETTIMIUS was to hold the 
conference, Mr. SIETTINIUS did not appear but the conference was held 
by STASSEN.

MKyORANDUM 


Although tho IfUtin^-iBorleuD eountrloo uru ostunulhljr 
prosentiiig « united front at the San Franeiseo Conference, the 
attitude of the Brasiliaa delegation, both officialljr and 
pereonalljr, hae been an nncooperatlTe and hostile one* Ihe chief 
of the Brazilian delegatico, FEDRgUi£LLOSO, Minister of State for 
Foreign Belations, and the Tice-chalnun, CABXO^fiUiBTlIiS, eere both 
accompanied to San Francisco b7 their eiTes. Ihe vives have com- 
plained bitterly to the State Department representatlTes over the 
fact that they have not been proper^ treated, properly entertained, 
or proper consideration shown to them. In addition, vjsilXOSO and 
MARTINS have expressed great bitterness towards the United States 
Department of State because Portuguese, the official language of 
Brazil, has not been made an official language of the Conference* 

In addition, VELDOSO and MARTINS have complained almost dally about 
many picayune grievances, and the wives of both of these men have 
been vehement in their denunciation of the Conference and the treat- 
ment afforded the Brazilians generally. 

In an effort to appease this feeling, Seci*etary of State 
SXETTINIUS entertained specifically foiyjt^e VELLOSOS and the MARTINS , 
and Assistant Secretary of State N£LSQIf^Ch£FBLLBR attempted to appease 
these representatives. Mo reconciliation has, however, been effected 
and MARTINS has indicated that neither be nor his country should be 
considered further as friendly to the United States. It is repotted 
that the only reason that the Brazilian delegation has not withdrawn 
from the Conference is that there is "no place for them to go if they 
withdraw." 


It is reported that at least one member of the Brazilian 
delegation has expressed dissatisfaction at the extension of an 
invitation to the Argentine to participate in the Conference, and baa 
caustically cxltlcized the fact that a so-called minor matter of this 
kind was allowed to appear in such a prominent place on the agenda of 
the Conference*

I cons of wiretapping, keeping in mind that not everyone at ^e 
conference represented law enforcement. One representative 
of the NAACP seriously objected to the use of wiretapping. 
Another member of the conference challenged SCOTTI by 
picking up one of SCOTTI *s remarks to the effect that he 
was responsible for sending many of the top leaders in the 
field of crime to jail. The question was asked if this were 
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ever, if not more so at this time. 
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The remainder of the sessions, while not of direct 
interest to the FBI, did present some lively discussions. 

Judge CHARLES BREITEL, of the Appellate Division of the 
First Judicial Department, of the Supreme Court of the State 
of New York, gave an outstanding talk, VORENBERG, who followed 
him, was a very weak speaker by contrast. BREITEL did not 
refer to a single note and mentioned by name people who were 
with various panels throughout the day, VORENBERG read his 
-speech and did not do too good a job on it at that. He 
; stumbled over many phases of it. He gave the general 
I impression that he was not too well grounded on the objectives 
jof the President's Commission. It is quite obvious, however. 


Jthat he is a close personal friend of ELIOT LOMBARD and that 
both of them worked together on some phases of law enforcement 
being covered by the President's Commission on Law Enforcement 
and the Administration of Justice. One comment that VORENBERG 
made appeared to have signif iceuice. He diverted momentarily 
from his prepared text when he stated that the dissemination 
of information among law enforcement agencies is being studied 
quite intently by the President's Commission and it is hoped 
ylthat some good ideas for improvement will be forthcoming. 


It was particularly noteworthy that on the opening 
day of the conference, television and movie cameras were set 
up in abundance throughout the hall. Many of the talks were 
being recorded en toto by the newspapers. However, the news 
media gave very poor coverage to the Crime Conference, Very 
little newspaper space was given over to it and it was only 
mentioned in passing by one or two of the television and 
radio personalities. It was speculated by some that were 
) present that while this was primarily a conference on law 
; enforcement and it was agreed for the most part that it was

When Ceneral Eisenhower gave a campaign speech in 
San Francisco on October 9, 1952, he spoke of the need for 
focussed national operations. He said we bad to have a 
system for getting all elements of govemmeot to pull together 
toward clear national security objectives. He was referring, 
essentially, to the need for greater teamwork and coopera- 
don in the Executive Branch of the government — a focuswd 
imd isentralized attention on national security policies. Aa 
he said in the speech: 

**Every significant act of government should be so 
timed and so directed at a principal targ^ and so related 
to other governmental actions that it will produce the 
maximum effect. . . . 

*^It means that in carrying out a national policy, every 
department and every agency of government that can 
make a u^ul contribution will bring ita fuD strength 
to bear under a coordinated program.

The Executive Officer of OCB is authoiixed a small staff 
to help him with his work. When considering the volume 
of work and the magnitude of the problems, the word “small” 
is indeed an understatement. The entire staff numbers S5 
people, only 22 of whom are at the professional leveL 
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is an ancient bride structure on the comer of Jackson Place 
and Pennsylvania Avenue. No doubt everyone in Washing- 
ton has wondered who occupies this legacy of the past be- 
tween Blair House and Lafayette Park, for it carriei no 
name. 

The OCB Staff organization is quite simple. Its very 
smallness makes unnecessary a highly structured system. The 
staff is divided into four groups: the Area group, the Special 
Projects Staff, the Media Programs Staff, and the SecreiariaL 
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top of all operations in a particular geographic area. Each 
reports directly to the Executive Officer on matters affecting 
his area.

The 
OCB staff provides a coordinating service for all of hs mem- 
ber agencies. 

The OCB Srtfem ^ 

It becomes obvious heie that OCB b not an operating 
oreanization in the usual sense. OCB b a corporate body 

w • * 

made up of people from the several executive departments 
and agencies. OCB is not so much an organization aa it b a 
ay stem. It is a system for achieving coordination among dn 
participating departments. 

To understand how the OCB system works, we must relate 
it to the National Security Council syatem. As a matter of 
fact, the OCB b integrally tied in with the NSC. The main 
difference is that NSC is a statutory body, while OCB was 
established by Executive Order. In practice, this difference 
*b not recognized, but il prevents OCB from being called a 
part of NSC. 

Let's start with an NSC policy being approved by the 
President and sec how OCB fits into the picture. In the firaf 
pbee, the policy will not be a surprise to OCB, for the Deputy 
Executive Oflicer of OCB has sat in on its formulation at the 
NSC Planning Board. The approved NSC policy will nor- 
mally be sent to all agencies and departments concerned, 
but a covering memorandum will often charge OCB writh 
the responsibility for coordinating the action on the policy. 
Tlie Executive Officer of OCB then assigns the coordinating 
responsibility to one of his staff. 

It u usually obvious which agencies arc involved and the 
OCB staff man W'ill draft a memo to each agency asking their 
concurrence on **terms of reference” for setting up a Work- 
ing Croup. This goes out over the Executive Officer's sig- 
nature to the Board Assistant for each agency represented 
on OCB, otherwise to the agency bead. If each agency ap- 
proves of the terms of reference, it responds by nominating 
a man cleared for top secret to serve on the working group. 
Since ^he terms of reference ysuallv refer to a s^^ecific NSC 
paper, this process is rather routine. Only on special proj- 
ects, such as for an ad hoc group to make a special study 
or report, is there any discussion about the terms of refer- 
ence. 

So an OCB Working Croup is formed 

Normally, Stale chairs the working group and the OCB 
staff man assists him as the OCB Representative and a full 
member of the group. A meeting b called and the group 
henceforth meets periodically to perform its coordinating

Some of the group work b standard procedure: 

1. The preparation of an Outline Plan of Operationa to 
carry out the courses of action Ibted in the NSC policy. Hib 
b not an original pbn in any sense. It b a auioroary coo- 
•olidation in one document of all the agency plana. It flags 
gaps in the action, notea reaponsibilifiea, and apecifiea eati- 
mated completion dates. The working group attempta to 
time the operations so as to provide the greatest concerted 
impact Nothing goes into this Outline Operational Plan that 
is not approved by each agency couc^iiod. And each m^ssisj 
gets at least two other chancea, at the Board AsabtanPa level 
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and again at the Board level, to approve the plan before it 
becomes final 

2. Progress Reports are prepared each six months. These 
report on progress made toward objectives noted in the NSC 
policy papers. Progress reports are limited to four pages, 
and getting a half-dozen agencriea to agree to which items 
will be included presents obvious difficulties. These repoits 
are not expected to be historical reviews, but critical analyses 
of the work being done, together with emerging problems 
in the area. 

3. Status Reports, usuaDy no more than a sentence or 
two, are submitted weekly by the Executive Officer. Tbb b 
easy. They are usually prepared by the OCB Representatm 
after contactitig hb working group colleagues, and inchufe 
timely items of significance which should be brought to the 
Board's attention. These may take the form of rather bngthy 
special reports if the conditions so warrant 

But the Working Group, although made up of people from 
several agencies, b an (K3 body, and consequently should 
feel responsible for all on-going and future action in its ares 
of responsibility. This often requires special working group 
ftudies and reports. Sometimes a situation breaks so fast 
that action must be taken without paper work* Personal 
vbits and phone calk may clarify what action is neceasary. 

Normally, lather formal reports are forwarded from the 
working group to the Board Assistants, then to the Board 
itself. The Board sends Progress Reports back lo NSC for 
notation, as well as other papers requiring Presidential no- 
tice or deebion. Some reports, such as Status Reports and 
Outline Plans, are finally acted upon by OCB. A full circle 
has been completed. NSC to OCB and back to NSC 

First, you can see that thb syatem puts OCB in a position 
to inspect the action being taken on an NSC policy and to 
report to NSC on this action. 

Second, OCB attempts to bring all the looae ends together 
into consolidated papers which represent die total United 
States* effort — not simply die effort of a single depnitment 
or agency. Tbb b the first step in achieving taftpMsd, 
focussed operations. Before determining where we «• goigg. 
we muat find out w h er e we have been and w h ec a we^Rei .9W 
OCB ayatem attempta to do that 

OCB rarely initiatea any action Independent of a member 
agency* A member of the Board may propose an operatioii 
which his agency supports. Other membm wiO dbruat k, 
and it may be sent to an od hoc working group for rtndy 
and staffing among al agencies eonoemed bef^ OCB acts 
on it " ■ V' ■ 7 ' 
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Or a working group membe^ y propose an acdoo; but 
this proposal %rill always get i««il stafing in aD ageodes 
before anything comes of it 

One thing that must be kept in mind at alt Hwwif whoi 
considering OCB actions is that each member agency has 
previously approved this action. OCB is not, therefore, an 
operating agency so much as it is a clearing house for agency 
operational It is a clearing house where all operations can 
be integrated and timed to secure maximum effect OCB 
provides a standaldlsed system for coordinating national 
operations. T

Let^s look at an example of OCB work. An NSC policy is 
approved wiih respect to the mythical country of **Newgav.” 
This includes the base development agreement, ptus a gen* 
eral discussion of the situation, our national objectives in 
this case, and courses of action to achieve thoae objectivea. 

Tliis Newgov policy is assigned to an OCB staff man and 
be coordinates the forming of a working group composed of 
representatives of the departments concerned. In this case 
the working group would consist of represenUtives from 
State, Defense, ICA, CIA, USIA, and Treasury', plus the OCB 
Representative, of course. State chain the group. 

The working group s first lew weekly meetings are spent 
in getting acquainted and being briefed by department repre- 
sentatives on developments in Newgov. Experts are caDed 
in for this briefing. The Ambassador to Newgov had several 
sessions with working group members as did the people on 
Newgov desks in State and ICA. 

Then the group gels to work on an outline plan. Agency 
represent It ives are a^ked to submit the operational plans of 
their agencies with respect to the policy on Newgov. 

Some member of the group, usually the OCB staff man, 
is nominated to consolidate these many plans. This first 
draft is then dittoed and sent to each working group mem* 
her who trots around his agency with it, gathering com* 
ments. The next meeting of the working group vrill produce 
a second draft and the process is repeated. 

This may go on and on, particularly if differences are 
great between agency positions. Newgov, however, was rria* 
lively easy. It took only about a dozen drafts lo achieve a 
paper that was acceptable to each agency. 

Next, the plan was discussed at the Board Assistant'^s 
meeting end approved with minor revisions for submission 
to the OCB. (Sometimes the revisions anen^t so minor, 
how'ever.) 

A week later the paper was cottsiileral at OCB and ac* 
cepted. It then became the operatkmal plan witb respect 
to Newgov. Each member of the OCB made certain that 
adequate directives existed in his department lo cover the 
plan, and the plan itself was sent to the Ambasrador. 

The concept of a plan of this sort is rather new. What 
good it wiH do remains to be seen, but the hoped for returns 
would result from the advantages gained by having a com* 
prehensjTe program, adequately integrated^ in one docu- 
ment. They would iiiclode: 

1. Assignmenl of specific operational responsibilitiea 
among departments and agencies. 

2. Commitments on specific completion dates. These tar- 
get dates should encourage articulated timing of aD U.S. 
operations. 

5. A check list for the OCB working group to foDow up on 


optratioos in ite area of leqmnaibiBty.' Of coniie, sodi a 
plan gets out-c ^ but so does any other plan, agreement, 
or poUcy paper. A any event, the plan is flowed up regu* 
larly by we^y status reports and semi-annual progress re- 
ports. 

The entire process for produdog a plan on Newgov con- 
sumed about six months and required something like twenty' 
working group meetings. Later plans have be» developed 
In somewhat leas time, and it is boped that the process can 
be accelerated stiO morsv 

It is obvious that OCB has no independent executive 
autborily separate and distinct from the ** ^p^** authority 
of its memb^ agencies. OCB hu no antborilj^or decision. 
A majority vote means nothing — in fact, no voting. 

Unanimity is the general rule, or elae the pi fljiill is returned 
to the working group for more study and discussion. Any 
department or agency can halt a Board action— or at least 
dday it or water It down. 

Executive Order 10483 says that OCB wiD *^advise with^ 
departments and agencies to achieve coordination. ** Advis- 
ing with** is an activity that permits any agency to go its 
own way. However, the force of OCB opinion is potent 
Seldom does a member strongly oppose what seems to be a 
group consensus.

But Iet*s look at one more example — a most soccessful 
one so that this article may close on a happy note. 

Last year the U.S. awoke to the fact that the USSR was 
giving increased attention to and participating more actively 
in trade fairs and cultural exhibits. We had been paying 
riight attention to this form of propaganda and were losing 
ground. Consequently, the President asked Congress for an 
emergency fund of $5 million with which to enter the cul* 
tural arena. This was to be seed money to underwrite losse* 
by private activities and encourage private exchange of th* 
sort 

Two OCB working groups have been set up to coordinate 
this program. One group, chaired by State, handlea the cul- 
tural side. Another, chaired by Commerce, takes care of the 
trade fair activities. 


Under the executive direction of Mr. Streibert, head of 
USIA, this program has had phenomenal succeas. Real 
cooperation has been noted in the working groups^ and every 
agency has lent a helping hand. 

We won first prize for the U.S. exhibits which included 
Cinerama at the Bangkok Trade Fair. The USSR refused to 
compete. She was there In force the previous year, but 
apparently the competition was too tough this year. Plans 
have been carried out for participating in many oCber trade 
fairs this year. 

Another example is worth noting. Among many high-class 
theatrical groups going abroad under sponaocAip of the 
Cahural Exchange Program, the “Porgy andBess** com- 
pany toured Europe, the Near East, and SaaBi iwarica with 
resounding success. Praise has been heaped Egm Ihe cast 
wherever it has played, lacbidlag ils two aMp la Yugo- 
slavia. The colored people of the **Porgy and com- 
pany are happy, healthy and proaperoiaa. IWy are weO 
educated, some of the cast even have Ph.D.*a. Ilie ^Porgy 
and Bess** people were splendid ambassadors, willing to talk 
with anyone, and always available for the receptions held 
In' their honor. Tliey organised footbefl games with the 
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of the country to which he i§ ew L In this ccmiectioci 
it may be recalled that the •aoceae#^ paeaiiig of an examl* 
nation in at least one fordgn language continues to be 
a prerequisite for every FSO^ for promotion out of this 

dam. 

Once at his post^ the FSO is encouraged to continue the 
study of the la n guage of the country to which he is assigned. 
Or, if bis Chief of Mission approves, he mav studv a locallv

useful world language instead. 

Also there b a sMadily^increasuig number of foreign 
service posts that ofiir FSl sponsored language at 

Govenunent expense. It is estimated diat at present some 
2100 men and women are studvina thlrtv foreian IsnauasM

Another FSI. program started several years ago, but given 
fresh impetus today, lies in the field of specialized training. 
As we are all aware, present-day foreign service work callw 
for experts along s growing number of highly specialized 
lines. Nine out of ten times people are not readily avail- 
able. The Foreiim Service, like manv of the more success- 

w ^ a 

ful US business firms, now has a program to make them to 
order. This takes time and money, but, the results are con- 
aidered worth the cost 

He ides is to ^spot’’ a man (or a woman) who shows 
unusual promise or qualifications for a certain line nf work 
— international finance, for example. Or the officer may 
demonstrate an unusual aptitude for management or for 
certain types of highly-specialized administrative work. 
Perhaps, because of previous background and interest, he 
■hows signs of hecoming an expert in some generally little 
vnderstood but important area. Once the crandidate is 
selected for specialized training, be is expected to spend at 
least one academic year taking full-time graduate work in 
his specialty. In some eases the coarse may continue for

For those undertaking area studies, acquiring a thorou^

Such illustrations of our way of life are 
destroying a false stereotype of America — a stereotype 
fostered by the Communists. Moreover, this sort of cultural 
activity corrects the myth that America is uncultured and 
materialistic, a myth which has long been a stumbling Mock 
in relationships with our allies.

Tom are about 35 such projecis. A Dumbee uf 
projects are regularly considered and disposed ^

Richard III in 1485. In the .owing canturyt hoth Eng- 
land and Scotland had conautl^alled ^conwrvaton,** who 
had ^jtarifdictioD to do juatica between merchant and mer» 
chant beyond the aeat*** 

France obtained a apecial poaition in the Levant becanae 
of the alliance between Francea I and Suleiman the Mag- 
nificent By 1604 the firvt capitulationa were aigned under 
which French conauia were given precedence over all wer 
conauls, and were endowed with certain diplomatic immuni- 
tiea auch aa freedom from arrest and from domicil!:3ry 
▼iatta. Becauae ot the influence of the French, the Britiafa 
were unable to eatabliah conauia in the Ouoiimid Empire 
until 1675. 

The quaai-diplomatic privileges granted by tbe capitula- 
tiona in former days have led to considerable misunder- 
standing in modem times of the exact rights of consular 
officers. Intrinsically, unless provided for by apecial con- 
sular conventions, consuls simply do not enjoy the apecial 
status of diplomats. 

The first formal system of consular service since the 
Middle Ages was established by tbe French with the ordi- 
nance of 1661. However, by 1760, France had consuls only 
in the Levant, Barbary, Italy, Spain and PortugaL For the 
nationalistic reasons noted above, France discouraged the 
establishment of consuls in its own territory, fearing an 
infringement on its sovereignty. It was only in the nine- 
teenth century that nations developed consular services of a 
career status. In England, the consular service was organ- 
ized in 1825, and in France the scries of laws and ordi- 
nances which established the modem system began in 1833. 
The Germans organized the most complete and elaborate 
consular service probably of all the nations after the estab- 
lishment of the Empire, incorporating an act of the parlia- 
ment of the North German Confederation of November 8, 
1867, The rapid development of consular organizations in 
the nineteenth centur>' was made possible, partly by drop- 
ping from most consular offices the old judicial and admin- 
istrative powers enjoyed by their medieval ancestors, and 
partly because of the tremendous growth of trade and com- 
merce. Our owTi service dates from Jefferson’s installation 
as Secretar)* of Slate. 
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to OCB but for different purposes. The Bureau of the 
Budget, for example, advises the President on all Executive 
Department organizational and budgetary matters. TTiC 
Office of Defense Mobilizatioii, too, has a coordinating func- 
tion for domestic preparedneas metsures. Many special 
committees are formed at high levels to oversee particular 
problem areas or to solve a one-time problem. The Dodge 
Ccntncil on Foreign Economic Policy ia one exampk. It k 
eoDceroed with over-all economic policy which obviously 
has a strong national aecurity component. Such coordinat- 
ing mechanisms may supersede OCB or be hsndled outride 
tbe OCB system. At other times they are integrated with 
tbe OCB. 

Although there is considerable overlapping and duplica- 
tion, jobs do get done. And the OCB system is maturing. 
It is filling what was a serious gap in the NSC structure— the 
foQow-ap and coordinating requirements of policy opera- 
tions. With more general understanding of its procedures
